BANKRUPT; LOSS F 
IS 300-MILLI0N 


No Hope Of Reorganization 
Judge Tells Stockholders; 
Removes Receivers. 


Chicago. Sept. 24 (AP)—The spot­ 
lights of bankruptcy court, of gov­ 
ernm ent and state investigators be­ 
gan Friday to search out the causes 
of the failure of Corporation Secur­ 
ities company and Insull Utility In ­ 
vestm ents. Inc., whose debacle cost 
their stockholders $300,000,000. 
Adjudging both companies bank­ 
rupt Friday, Federal Judge Lindley 
asserted he would personally direct 
the bankruptcy proceedings so far 
as tim e permits, appointing no ref­ 
eree, and told stockholders to aban­ 
don hope of any recovery. 
“T here is no chance of reorgan­ 
ization,” the court stated in memo- I 
randa accompanying the decrees. 
“There is no possibility th a t assets 
of sufficient character or am ount 
as to bring the stockholders any 
retu rn whatsoever will ever be real­ 
ized. 
Apparently the most th a t can 
be hoped for is a distribution of 
dividends amongst creditors.” 
“Favored” List I)isclcw»ed 
Under the bankruptcy act, Judge 
Lindley pointed out, “suits may be 
instituted to recover preferences, to 
set aside transfers and to deter­ 
m ine priority of liens." 
Publication of a “favored list" of 
205 customers who were allowed to 
buy Insull utility investm ent stock 
a t the subscription price of $12 a 
share created a stir Friday, but it 
was pointed out th a t most of these 
were Insul officers, associates and 
employes pledged not to sell for 
two years, and th at the underw rit­ 
ing practice was not unusual. The 
shares were 
listed 
at 
$30 
and 
reached $149 in 1929. 
Publication of the list, however, 
resulted in the removal of two In ­ 
sull 
receivers by 
Judge 
Lindley.

In Population Of 62 
Million.

Berlin 
<A^>.—G erm an 
govern­ 
ment and organized charitable relief 
agencies face 
prospects th a t the 
coming cold m onths will be the 
fatherland's worst post-w ar winter. 
W ith an indicated 7,500,000 unem ­ 
ployed among its 62.000.000 inhabi­ 
tants. the stress will test truly Gel - i 
m any's ability to care for its idle. 
Despite the best efforts of the 
government, the num ber of jobless 
wras higher this sum m er th an e v e r; 
before for th a t season. The arm y 
of 
unemployed 
being 
augm ented 
rapidly as farm s, building companies 
and other seasonal industries re­ 
lease their laborers. 
Uncounted Host Is Idle 
The governm ent registry already 
shows one out of every five able­ 
bodied m en and women out of work. 
How m any of the thousands upon 
thousands who are not eligible for 
government aid are also idle is not 
known. 
In the six years since 1926 the 
num ber of legistered unemployed 
has risen from 2,444.000 to 5,694,uOU. 
The ratio of growth lias been espe­ 
cially striking in the big cities, par­ 
ticularly here in the capital. The 
Berlin idle in 1929, for example, 
num bered 41.1 per thousand of pop­ 
ulation. The index jum ped to 80 the 
following year. Today it is 110.7. 
The one glimmer of hope is the 
prelim inary success of the govern­ 
m ent scheme for voluntary enlist­ 
m ent in labor com panies employed 
on public works. Since the first of 
August 95,000 persons have joined 
up and the total is expected to be 
around 200.000 by spring. 
In this service the workers receive 
their sustenance, 
working 
clothes 
and daily wages of I rom 30 to 50 
cents. 
Some sickness and accident 
insurance is also carried for them . 
They enlist for 20 weeks but a man 
can obtain a release if he gets a 
real job. 
Whole Nation C haritable 
But the financial burden of caring 
for the destitute is bound to be 
huge. 
Last 
winter 
the 
W elfare 
league alone disbursed $24,750,000 
iii cash and foodstuffs. O ther or­ 
ganized charities spent an estim ated 
$10,000,000 and $3,750,000 were added 
to the total by reduced prices for 
coal to the poor. 
These figures, moreover, take no 
I account of the enormous sums spent 
by governm ental agencies or by pri- 
j vate philanthropists who left no rec- 
'o rd of their gifts. One of the ex- 
j ceptions to this latter rule is Max 
' Schmeling 
ex-heavyweight 
cham ­ 
pion, but his charity serves to illus- 
: irate the size of some of the private 
effort. 
Max paid for 1.200 warm 
' meals served daily for m onths to 
poor school children. 
The whole country helped and
